tull and effetual Executing of the ſame, We do therefore hereby Will and Rez 
quire all and every Perſon or Perſons whatſoever, who have been any ways cc. 
cerned or Intruſted with any Stores of War or Proviſions, or who have been any ways 
concerned, or have in ed with, or taken into their hands, any Goods, which 
have or ouylit to have been Forfeited unto Their Majeſties, fince Their Acceſſion to 
the Crown, or who have any Books, Bonds, Papersor Accounts relating to the ſame, 
that they do from time to time give due and ſpeedy Obedience unto the Orders 
and DireQions of the ſaid Commiſſioners {ignified unto them, as they ſhall anſwer 
the contrary at their Peril. And We do hereby require all Perſons who can give any 
Account of Embezled Stores of War 2nd Proviſions, or can diſcover any Goods, which 
have or ought to have been Forfeited to [heir Majeſties and not diſcovered, that they 
ive in their Information to the 1taid Commiſſioners, and on making out Their Ma- 
xſties Title to the ſame. We do hereby promiſe that a Fourth part of the value of 
any goods of what kind ſoever; as allo of Plate or Money, ſhall be allowed and paid 
unto ſuch Diſcoverers or Informers, who ſhall really diſcover the fame. Whereof 
the ſaid Commiſſioners and all Perfons concerned are to take Notice. And We here= 
by dire& all Sheriffs of Cities, Counties and Towns te to publiſh and affix 
this Our: Proclamation, in the uſual places within their reſpeive Counties. 


Given at Their Majeſtics Caſtle of Dublin the 18th. day of November, 1692. Tn the 
Fourth year of Their Majeſties Reign.
